Highway Planting Problem 

Paul C. Lindley, Lindley Nurseries, 
Greensboro, N. C., addressed the Raleigh, 
N. C., Garden Club last month on the sub- 
ject “Trees for the Lawn.” He said that 
“automobiles have stretched the lawn so 
that when it came to planting trees, the 
highway must be planted.” He explained 
that nothing could be done for the beauti- 
fication of highways until they were 
widened in order to allow room for both 
telephone poles and trees. He recommend- 
ed a 100 foot right of way to replace the 
present 60 foot arrangement. He also 
spoke on the proper grouping of trees on 
the highway, contrasting the unnatural ar- 
rangement of straight-along planting with 
group planting. A number of interesting 
photographs were shown to illustrate his 
comparison. 


Moving Trees Under Anasthetic—Now 
comes the announcement of English scien- 
tists that trees, under the influence of an 
anesthetic, can be transplanted with little 
injury to their future growth. “Grown 
trees, under the influence of drugs, have 
been transplanted with mutilated roots with- 
out shock, whereas, untreated, similarly 


selected trees have died,” the report states. 





Deadly Poison Insecticide—The U. S. 
Dept. Agr. is investigating the advisability 
of using rotenone, the active principle of 
derris root (deguelia) as an insecticide, re- 
garded as one of the safest for a spray on 
fruits and vegetables since, according to 
Japanese scientists, about two days after 
rotenone has been applied to the plant or 
fruit it disintegrates and ceases to be 
poisonous. It is one of the deadliest 
poisons known to chemistry. One part of

rotenone to 10,000,000 parts water caused 
the death of fish within twenty-seven hours, 
and one part in a million killed fish in 
less than half an hour. If synthetic ro- 
tenone can be produced at a moderate cost, 
the need for a safe insect poison without 
the disadvantageous properties of arsenic 
will make it highly valuable.

The items that are most active and in 
demand are high grade H. P., H. T. and 
climbing roses; and looks like we will be 
sold out shortly. Ornamental shrubs are 
moving better than last year. Other lines 
are not so good and fruit trees are still mov- 
ing very slowly. 

We should say, taking it all in all, it is a 
buyer’s market; but with this Market De- 
velopment work put on by the American As- 
sociation of Nurserymen it ought to help 
dealers a lot in moving all kinds of stock 
this spring.

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Crop and Market Status on Pacific Coast 


Improvement Generally Over Last Year—Armstrong Nurseries Report Best Season 
Ever Experienced—Profitable Prices for Good Quality Stock 


Ontario, Cal., March 19—Our planting sea- 
son here is drawing to a close and for our 
firm it has been the best season that we 
have ever experienced; although we do not 
believe that as a whole, the Nursery busi- 
ness on the coast is quite as prosperous as 
it has been in previous years; 1928-29 is un- 
doubtedly an improvement over 1927-28. The 
sales of ornamentals have been particularly 
good and even the cheap materials have 
moved out in surprisingly large quantities. 
Due to the abundance of such material here 
in southern California, the prices are too 
cheap, but profitable prices can be secured 
if good quality is grown. 

Roses are decidedly short. Most of the 
larger stocks were shipped east and to the 
Middle West and retail sales are better than 
ever here on the Coast. Stocks are rapidly 
being depleted. 

Citrus fruit trees, such as oranges, lemons 
and grapefruit have been scarcer here in 
southern California than for many years, and 
prices have been accordingly high. Avo- 
ecados and other peculiarly southern Caili- 
fornian fruits are also selling well and con- 
siderable acreage is being planted. Japanese 
persimmons, figs and walnuts, which are 
largely grown here in California, have all 
been in strong demand. Of the other decidu- 
ous fruits, however, little favorable com- 


ment can be made because sales have been 
very poor. Cherries and almonds have done 
fairly well. In fact, cherries are quite short 
and there is nothing left on the Coast at the 
present time; but all the other fruits, includ- 
ing peaches, apricots, plums, apples, pears, 
etc., are still standing in the Nursery yard 


and will end the season by going up in 
smoke. 
Friut tree Nurserymen will have to 


reconcile themselves to smaller sales for 
several years to come, according to the pres- 
ent outlook, and will have to plan their 
stock accordingly so as to avoid sinking 
their profits in large stocks of trees upon 
which they can never realize.

It is doubtful if a more forceful exposition 
has ever been given of the effect the im-

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The Origin of Paraffin Coating 
Described by the Originator, Dr. Robert T: Morris 


almonds and chestnuts has been diffi- 

cult in the past. Some of us experi- 
menting with melted paraffin covered the 
entire scion buds and all with a thin layer 
of melted paraffin and this changed the en- 
tire situation, although E. A. Riehl and J. F. 
Jones had made great advance by coverinz 
buds with wax. 

We may now graft even the hickories al- 
most as easily as apple trees are grafted. 
The layer of paraffin protects slowly uniting 
scions like those of the nut trees against 
desiccation until good union has taken place 
Furthermore it maintains sap tension even- 
ly in both stock and scion. It is probable 
that varying degrees in sap tension in the 
course of twenty-four hours perhaps, be- 
tween night and day and cold or warm 
winds influenced some species injuriously. 

Paraffin coating, having settled the ques- 
tion of grafting the most difficult kinds of 
trees, was found to work remarkably well 
with scion grafting and bud grafting of fruit 
and ornamental trees generally. Instead of 
using the clumsy old cleft graft which re- 
quired hard work and left cavities for fer- 
mentation of sap, I now cut off a limb close 
to a small branch and then graft the twigs 
of this branch with scions of their own di- 
ameter. The paraffin feature is particular- 
ly of advantage in my method of topwork- 
ing trees in general. 

The paraffin method allows us not only to 
graft trees with dormant scions, but we 
may now graft almost any sort of tree at al- 
most any time of the year. We may cut a 
scion from a growing tree in the summer- 
time and graft it upon another tree a few 
minutes later, if we simply remove all 
leaves and herbaceous growth of the year 
and depend upon latent buds in the older 
wood for sprouting. In winter, on the other 
hand, the paraffin coating allows us to do 
immediate grafting transferring scions di- 
rectly from one tree to another because the 
protective coating guards against desicca- 
tion. 

Until recently one obstacle to grafting 
with melted paraffin has stood in the way. 
In northern regions extreme variations in 
temperature have resulted in cracking of 
the paraffin so that the work was ruined. 
In hot climates, on the contrary, the paraf- 
fin woukd sometimes melt and run away. 
For some years I experimented with dif- 
ferent gums, resins and oils for making a 
mixture with the paraffin‘that would render 
it more elastic; but most of them were 
unsatisfactory for some reason. The elastic 
paraffin known as Parapin Wax seems to 
overcome all of these difficulties. If ap- 
plied in a thin enough layer it does not 
crack in northern regions, and does not run 
away in hot climates, according to some 
correspondents who have answered my let- 
ters of inquiry. ' 

When my attention was attracted to this 
elastic paraffin I incidentally painted some 
of it over the bases of some young peach and 
apple trees in order to see if it would keep 
out borers and discourage field mice. Such 
proved to be the case and one coating of 
elastic paraffin has now protected these 
trees against mice and borers for two 
years although the paraffin remains only in 
crevices where corky bark of expanding 
growth has pushed through. Practically 
every one of my young apple and peach 
trees which were not so protected were at- 
tacked by borers and the ones which did 


N« tree grafting with the exception of 


not have a wire-mesh guard were attacked 
by field mice. 

Now comes the article by James A. Neil- 
son, extension horticulturist of the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture, introducing al- 
most a revolution for the Nursery trade by 
means of melted paraffin applied to Nursery 
stock. Not only could paraffined scions be 
sent to the other side of the world success- 
fully but species of trees and shrubs in Nur- 
sery stock which often disappoint buyers be- 
cause of slow starting will put out buds 
promptiy if the Nursery stock has been 
brushed with a layer of melted paraffin as 
soon as it has been dug. 

Furthermore Neilson shows that Nursery 
stock which has not been protected in this 
way and which makes a slow start or no 
start after transplanting will put buds 
promptly after a later paraffining. 

Neilson’s article published on pages 136 
and 137 of the March 15 issue of the Ameri- 
can Nurseryman is found also in the Re- 
port of the Transactions of the 19th Annual 
Meeting of the Northern Nut Growers Asso- 
ciation.

Sell 100,000 Rose Bushes While Long Established Nursery Concern Sells 15,000 to 
20,000—One Chain Store Clears $1,000,000

ESTER C. Lovett, Nurseryman, Little 
I Silver, N. J., was the speaker at a 

meeting last month of the Red Bank, 
Club. He said that there had been a big 
change in the Nursery business during the 
past few years and that now practically 85 
per cent of the business is in the sale of or- 
namental stock, the remainder being fruit 
stock, whereas in former years it was more 
evenly divided. 

He declared that a number of large chain 
store establishments and big department 
stores are now doing a big business in Nur- 
sery stock, several such establishments 
having sold 100,000 roses in a season, while 
an old established Nursery firm will dis- 
pose of only 15,000 or 20,000 in the same 
length of time. Mr. Lovett asserted that 
one chain store concern clears about a mil- 
lion dollars in a season from the sales, 
most of it by mail order, and declared that 
the American Association of Nurserymen 
are launching a National advertising cam- 
paign in the interests of ornamental plant- 
ing.

A NOTABLE CREDIT ASSET 


In a review of the history of the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society which on 
March 17 celebrated its 100th birthday, the 
New York Times said: 


Not long ago a member told a tale, 
facetiously to be sure, though it was prob- 
ably true, of the experience of his wife in 
a department store where she wished to 
open an account. When the subject of 
references was approached the credit man 
said suddenly: “And are you a member of 


the Massachusetts Horticultural Society, 
madame?” To this the woman, a little 
mystified, replied: “Why, yes.” Where- 


upon the man said, without more ado: 
“Your account is ready for your use, 
madame.” 

It is something of this character that the 
American Nurseryman years ago pictured 
the American Association of Nurserymen as 
possessing in the near future, urging defi- 
nite aim and action to that end. Within 
the last decade the A. A. N. has attained, 
through wise direction of capable adminis- 
trations and membership cooperation, very 
much of such character. Recognition of 
this, on the part of members, has not been 
so frequently expressed as might have been 
expected; though a year or two ago this 
journal directed special attention to the fact 
that Robert C. Young, the well-known Nur- 
seryman of Greensboro, N. C., announced in 
his catalogue that membership in the A. A. 
N. was to him prima facie evidence that the 
possessor was O. K. and therefore he was 
entitled to credit, without further evidence, 
on Mr. Young’s ledger. 

It is expected of an A. A. N. member that 
he will seize every opportunity to support 
the endeavor of the association’s officers to 
maintain an organization standing which 
will warrant all the members in following 
Mr. Young’s lead. His announcement came 
on or about the 50th birthday of the A. A. N. 


Editor American Nurseryman: 

Pecan planters are beginning to appre- 
ciate the value of extra size Nursery stock 
in developing quickly a bearing grove. Only 
in recent years there has been available 
stock in the large sizes such as six to eight 
feet and larger, special branched and 
pruned, in the standard varieties of pecans, 
for the reason that the demand for trees 
was such that stock was not allowed to 
grow in the Nursery long enough. There is 
now a better balance between supply and 
demand, and the planter benefits, in that 
he is able to procure stock with three to 
five year tops, which are stocky and 
branched, and results are much more satis- 
factory than formerly. 

It was thought at one time these extra 
size trees would not live as well as the 
smaller stock, but experience has proven 
otherwise. The older trees have much bet- 
ter developed roots, and when trees are 
properly dug with the extra root system and 
properly top-pruned, there is a decided ad- 
vantage in planting these as against the 
small whips that are planted so widely in 
some sections. Time is a very important 
part of orchard building, and the compara- 
tively small difference in cost is insignifi- 
cant. 

There has been a very good call this sea- 
son for these large trees, and planting is 
largely done by men who know how to plant 
and take care of pecan trees; hence the 
percentage of Nursery stock that will come

Planting Prospectives— From observa- 
tions made and information obtained, dur- 
ing the past few months, it is evident that 
in fruit stock lines supply and demand in 
prospect, on the Pacific Coast, is more near- 
ly co-ordinated than has been the con- 
dition for several years past, except that 
in pear and peach, supply is fully ample. 
But the desirable grades of these classes, 
within reasonable percentage of totals in 
the Nurseries, as now appears, will be re- 
quired by planters. Where practical, a 
portion of pear trees might be held over 
to form ihe larger, branched trees being 
used more generally in the domestic plant- 
ing trade. 

The budded stocks and hold-over trees 
to be delivered season 1929-30 is in line 
with prospective requirement, except in 
some localities the pear seedling plant, a 
year ago, was rather strong. Further sur- 
veys will serve to determine what changes, 
if any, may be desirable, to avoid expense 
of maturing excessive surplus. 

Nurserymen as a body are now in posi- 
tion to market at values based on cost of 
production with reasonable profit added, re- 
gardless of the factor of supply and de- 
mand. It is, largely, a matter of getting 
buyers to understand more definitely, re- 
garding actual values designated by grade 
specifications and other desirable qualities 
which indicate dependable planting. stocks. 
Those who, under present conditions, offer 
to sell Nursery stock below actual values 
are regarded by numerous planters and 
members of the trade as being uncertain 
with reference to practices essential for 
general satisfaction, deficient in culture of 
their products, in grading, packing, all or 
either of which detract from dependable 
products. There is less cause to sell stock 
at salvage prices to recuperate from losses 
this season than for a number of years past. 

Ornamental Line Activities—Market de- 
velopment in ornamental stock is gradual. 
The public is influenced accordingly as 
pleasing effects in selection and arrange- 
ment for suitability is becoming more gen- 
erally understood. The various garden club 
activities and contests, now being carried 
on, including also floral shows, are strongly 
influential. 

Members of the Association are urged to 
give attention to garden contests.

next four years. In the main, its valuable 
effects will be to make the public conscious 
of the need for desirable plantings and to 
include in budgets a reasonable proportion 
for same compared with other expenditures. 
In connection with this concerted move- 
ment, it is essentially important to estab- 
lish definite grade standards in order to ac 
quaint the buying public with intrinsic 
values, for with anticipated increase of 
markets production will expand with stock 
of varying qualities and when supply ex- 
ceeds demand, as developed, profits may 
vanish unless precaution is taken to afford 
buyers a practical method to select such 
stock as will afford a good measure of satis- 
faction. 

The safe policy is to grow stock of good 
quality, increase moderately as assured mar- 
kets may require, conform to definite grade 
standards and let the public know what can 
be obtained. 


Bulbs— The various 


classes of evergreens have been planted 
quite profusely in many home yards on the 
Pacific Coast and there is now a growing 
desire for information concerning floral 
plants for succession of bloom to cover the 
entire growing season. Aside from the 
spring and fall blooming, deciduous shrubs 
and a few of the flowering evergreens, the 
bulbous plants afford a splendid source for 
flowers of charming colors to appear in 
early spring, continuing with proper selec- 
tion following the spring bloomers, with 
suitable varieties of gladiolas and _ iris 
through the summer months. Nurserymen 
will do well to push the sale of bulbs in 
connection with other floral and ornamental 
stocks. Together with a few other peren- 
nials, bulbs require but little attention and 
care when properly planted. Evergreens 
and floral plants, each class serves to in- 
tensify the beautiful effect of the other 
when properly arranged.

The Ad Camouflage 

A Sunday drive to the California Nursery 
Company’s growing grounds at Niles, 
through one of the prettiest sections of the 
state, where stretches of green hillsides are 
splotched with the masses of almond tree 
blossoms, flowering quince or the brilliant 
yellow of acacias, will inspire the desire to 
have some of this beauty on one’s own 
grounds, said the San Francisco Chronicle 
the other day.

Every Sunday scores of motorists drive in 
at the California Nursery Company’s grounds 
at Niles to look over the great assortment of 
plants to be seen in the sheds or through- 
out the 300 acres of this interesting enter- 
prise. Driveways permit visitors to go in 
cars all over the place and to view the many 
specimen trees and shrubs to be seen there. 

The round green hills of this part of Ala- 
meda county are especially beautiful at this 
time of the year. The wild mustard is 
spreading yellow carpets and great clouds of 
golden acacias are seen at intervals. Inthe 
gardens along the highway brilliant patches 
of flowering peach or flowering quince catch 
the eye. The Japanese magnolias are in full 
bloom and in many gardens of Washington 
township veritable carpets of sweet purple 
violets are at their best. 

Forced to Patronize the Trade 


Twenty-five Cascade County, Montana, 
farmers applied for shelterbelt trees to 
County Agent R. E. Cameron’s office last 
year and since applications from other 
counties in the state have been numerous, 
the supply of trees available through the 
Clark-MecNary plan is not adequate to take 
care of all the demands. The trees are 
grown at Missoula by the forestry depart- 
ment and distributed through the state ex- 
tension service. 

“People who have their ground summer 
fallowed and ready for trees this spring, but 
are unable to get them through the exten- 
sion department plan to pool their orders 
and buy trees from private Nurseries,” said 
Mr. Cameron. “Teton and Pondera County 
farmers have done this in the past and were 
able to secure trees at about one cent each. 
Anyone having their ground ready now and 
wanting trees this spring should get in touch 
with my office at once if interested in buy- 
ing trees through this plan.”

Deciduous Stock Now Grown By Government 


As Well As Evergreens—Combined Federal and State Competition Threatens Com- 


mercial Nursery Business— 


“Cost Price” Ignores Essential Cost Items 


GOVERNMENT SALES SOLICITATION IN FRANKED ENVELOPES 
By President E. M. Sherman, Sherman Nursery Co., Charles City, Ia. 


Charles City,, la.. March 23—Sales in this 
section have been retarded by the heavy 
snows since January 1, but I anticipate that 
the final wind-up will be not far different 
from last year. There dosen’t seem to be 
much shortage in Nursery stock and we 
anticipate that there will be a surplus of 
some things. 

While we grow a general line of stock, we 
have always made a specialty of growing 
evergreens and we find this trade seriously 
interfered with by the Nurseries promoted 
by the United States Forestry Department, 
working in conjunction with the various 
state forest tree organizations. These Nur- 
series have been growing far more stock 
than they need for their own use and have 
been dumping the surplus on the Nurserv 
trade at almost any price. We notice now 
they are taking up the growing of deciduous 
stock as well as evergreens. Unless some- 
thing can be done to eliminate this class of 
competition, it is going to ruin the Nursery 
business within a few years, at least so far 
as ornamental stock is concerned. 

The writer is not much of a calamity 
howler; but when seed is furnished by the 
United States government with an agree- 
ment between the state and the government 
that each shall stand one-half of the ex- 





pense of growing stock and with the further 
understanding, between the state and gov- 
ernment, that stock is not to be sold, tothe 
planter, at a cost price to exceed the cost 
of growing and when making their account- 
ing of costs, and account is taken of seed, 
supervision, land, taxes, and the labor large- 
ly furnished by students who work for noth- 
ing, the cost price does not amount to much. 
When advertising matter is printed at state 
and government expense and sent to the 
prospective customer in franked envelopes, 
it seems to me that any prudent Nursery- 
man had better look this matter squarely ‘n 
the face and take account of his competition 
before planting stock for future markets.

older days last week when two 

picturesque clumps of giant Japanese 
bamboo at Ninth and Olive streets were re- 
moved to make way for the widening of the 
latter thoroughfare, says the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Simultaneously the Howard & Smith Nur- 
sery and flower salesrooms entered its new 
$50,000 administration building in Monte- 
bello. 

With a stock worth a few hundred dollars 


and plenty of scope on the two lots for its 
activities the concern opened for business 
at the Olive-street site in 1897, when the 
city had less than 100,000 inhabitants. The 
business flourished, Los Angeles forged 
ahead and the firm became closely identified 
with its growth, sending out millions of 
trees, shrubs, plants and flowers that were 
factors in beautification, and landscaping 
hundreds of estates. 

From the familiar corner the concern has 
moved into a home that is regarded as a 
model for its purpose. The new building, of 
red brick and tile roof, one story in front 
and two at ‘the rear, is 100 feet long by 
eighty wide. The style may be-termed a 
Southern California adaptation of English 
architecture and is the firm’s own design 
throughout. Instead of following the usual

lines for such structures this was planned 
to suit definite objects and beauty and util- 
ity were jointly considered with respect to 
both interior and exterior. 

Perhaps the most charming individual 
feature is the broad porch, 120 feet in 
length, around the patio before the main 
entrance. With its eleven great arches this 
presents a restful cloister effect that is as 
inviting as it is unique in a business struc- 
ture. Two front windows, each twelve feet 
square, are an index to the lighting and 
ventilation provided. There are no dark 
corners. 

The main floor with its spacious foyer 
comprises an extensive sales room, com- 
modious general and private offices and 
quarters for all departments, including the 
landscaping forces. Equipment for all de- 
partments is most modern, of steel wherever 
possible. The basement, embracing the full 
area of the building, affords cold-storage 
facilities for immense quantities of bulbs 
and will alse house seed-cleaning machinery 
and other necessaries. The heating unit is 
an automatically controlled furnace fueled 
with natural gas from wells on the prop- 
erty. 

With a southerly exposure and a magnifi- 
cent ocean outlook, the administration build- 
ing fronts on Beverly Boulevard and oc- 
cupies an expansive setting with an acre of 
lawn and a wide semicircular driveway ap- 
proach. The tropical atmosphere and soft 





dignity of the scene are enhanced by long 
rows of graceful cocos plumosus fifty feet 
tall and extending into the patio. These 
were set out more than a quarter-century 
ago in anticipation of the time when this 
place should become general headquarters. 
Similarly the landscape harmony has long 
been thought out and the early completion 
of the framing will make the whole an ad- 
mirable picture. 

A street-planting program for the entire 
Montebello district is being worked out and 
it already has been decided to line Beverly 
Boulevard with cocos plumosus inset with 
flaming red eucalyptus. 

The principal reason for Howard & 
Smith’s change of location from city to 
suburb is the centralization of administra- 
tion of their three important plants in that 
direction—Montebello, where a general line 
of Nursery stock is carried; the Puente rose 
field of seventy-five acres, where more than 
2,000,000 bushes are now in culture, and the 
Rivera trial and proving grounds, where 
practically all of the choice flower seeds and 
bulbs are produced. 

More than 160 acres of rich land under in- 
tensive cultivation and an enormous annual 
output of stock are the outgrowth of How- 
ard & Smith’s humble start at Ninth and 
Olive streets, and the institution feels that 
its more significant expansion has but begun 
and in its new home aims to go energetically 
after business the world over.

Fish, Fowl, Trees”: A Nursery Discourse 
The Boldness of Legislators, Egged On By Conservation Zealots, Has at Last Caused 
a Trampled One To Turn and Talk Back—Strange Crusaders’ Work 


THE SHIBBOLETH “STATE NURSERY” ENLISTS IN HOLY CAUSE 
By Roy Underhill in Jewell News-Real, of Jewell Nursery Co., Lake City, Minn. 


this week—editorially speaking. The 

relation of fins and feathers involves 
of course no far-fetched philosophy. And 
it is proposed to demonstrate that trees 
have just cause for mention in this para- 
graph. There is politics also which horns 
in, despite the fact that good citizens every- 
where seem to hold that it is unrighteous 
for Nurserymen even to think about legis- 
lation which affects the horticultural indus- 
try. But somehow we continue to think, 
even though we tremble at our own au- 
dacity. 

This thought-chain today got to going 
good, started by reading another “state 
Nursery law” proposed in a sister common- 
wealth. Most of the states nowadays main- 
tain fish Nurseries where they hatch fish 
eggs for the benefit of that small fringe of 
us who have time to enjoy the rod and 
reel—-a theory combining sport and food. 
(if you know how much your time is worth, 


Pas FOWL AND TREES concern us 





you get the food-pound cost by simple di- 
vision). 

The next logical step would seem to be 
state chicken hatcheries. Why not? Eggs 
is eggs. Doubtless state employees could 
supply the poultry producers with day-old 
chicks cheaper than private hatchers. May- 
be we shouldn’t bring that up. We have 
never seen such a law and this might meet 
the eye of some politician who yearns to 
see the state go into the chicken business. 
So far they seem to have discriminated be- 
tween fish eggs and bird eggs and thus far 
we have not believed any legislature could 
muster up sufficient intestinal stamina to 
compete with citizens who elect to eke out 
a living by raising chickens. We do not 
even expect to see the day when the con- 
servation zealots will go so far as to pro- 
pose state farms to furnish stockmen with 
blue ribbon bulls; although it might be ad- 
mitted that in this direction there is ex- 
ceptional natural qualification which may 





be going to waste. 

But let some uplifter so much as whisper 
the words, “state Nursery,” and all man- 
ner of strange crusaders join the holy cause. 
Eyes burn with indignation (or indigestion 
which they mistake for the same thing), as 
they fan the air and pound the committee 
table, to prove that the propagator and 
seller of trees is battening on such rich and 
unholy profits he ought to be hung; but, 
that being impossible in this age, the only 
course left is to put him out of business. 
And the nicest, -slickest way you can do 
that, gentlemen, is just to buy a piece of 
land, hire a staff (uniform: red cap, blue 
blouse and white pants—the last for low 
visibility in muddy weather), and proceed 
to furnish the people their trees “AT 
COST.” 

Have you any notion, Theodore, why the 
blood of American Nurserymen should be 
so hankered for by their fellow citizens? 
They don’t seem to get that way in Canada.

The best varieties of all the hardy fruits 
to set out in western and central New 
York, the Hudson River Valley, and in the 
Champlain Valley and northern New York 
have been listed by horticulturists at the 
New York Experiment Station at Geneva 
for the guidance of those who contemplate 
making new plantings or supplementing 
old plantings. The list shows the season 
of ripening for the various sorts; their 
value for commercial planting, for the 
home garden, or for the roadside stand; 
and the use to which each kind is especial- 
ly suited, whether for dessert or for cook- 
ing or canning. The list is available in 
printed form and may be had free of 
charge upon request to the Station. 

In commenting on the list, Dr. U. P. Hed- 
rick, director of the station and head of 
the horticultural work, states that the va- 
rieties recommended in this list are offered 
by Nurserymen if greater variety is de- 
sired in the fruit planting. The station 
horticulturists stand ready at all times to 
advise on varieties best suited to particu- 
lar conditions or purposes, says Dr. Hed- 
rick. 

“A number of recent introductions are 
recommended for trial, and progress in 
fruit growing will be stimulated by test- 
ing such sorts through the state,” says this 
authority. “The names in the station list 
appear in order of ripening, although the 
season of some may overlap others. Cer- 
tain varieties are recommended for com- 
mercial planting, while others will be found 
especially valuable for local markets, for 
the roadside stand, and for home use.” 

The list includes recommended varieties 
of apples, pears, peaches, plums, nectarines, 
sweet cherries, duke cherries, sour cher- 
ries quinces, grapes, red, black, and purple 
raspberries, blackberries, dewberries, cur- 
rants, gooseberries, and strawberries.
